. Along about 1932, out pops a dif- 
ferent kind of arithmetic — colléctiv- 
ism. It posed the problem this way: 
~‘fspend two or three times your in- 
come’’ — even if you have to borrow 
«the money to do so — “spend and 
spend, tax and tax’”’. 


’ Let America examine these two kinds 
of arithmetic — the 1776 brand which 
recog ized and preserved the goose 
which lays the golden egg or the 1932- 
1945 arithmetic which says “to heck 
with the eggs — eat the goose”’. 
GOVERNMENT HAS NOTHING 
Tax money constitutes all govern- 
-ment income — all it spends must 
.come from taxes, either today or. to- 
morrow. Borrowing merely postpones. 
So if they are spending more than they 
-take in from taxes, it does not worry 
the collectivists. They rely in the 
simple expedient of printing bonds and 
selling them to the people — it is all 
done on paper. But the paper part 
of government income merely post- 
pones, and if it does not stop it shifts 
the burden from you to your children’s 
children. So the collectivists do all 


the collecting. You don’t. 
They say “use your outmoded Am- 


wealth — we need it — so as to tax 
it away from those who produce it — 
to pay the interest on the bonds we 
sell to those who take them, so that we 
can continue. to spend two or three 
times our income.”

The pattern of the conspiring col- 
lectivists’ arithmetic is already set. Ht 
wasn’t set in America.
